says that's the only way a real set­ 
tlement can he achieved. 


The only correct settlement is one 
which takes into account the best in­ 
terests of the entire population, not just 
the three-tenths of one percent who be­ 
long to the union. 


O p inions Of Other Editor* 
Toughness Of Our Economy 


Powerfully at work on the American 
.economy during the last decade have 
)*oen factors hostile to economic expan­ 
sion. 
One is deficit financing of govern­ 
ment, making it a competitor for the 
attraction of capital in the money mar­ 
ket. 
Federal debt increased some $13 
billion, about 17h , in the decade. 
Another is taxation that theoretically 
so burdens private capital as to discour­ 
age' incentive. 
Annual federal revenues 
are some $30 billion, or fiOrk, higher 
than when the decade began. 
A third is inflation, robbing the in­ 
vestor of the full fruit of his outlays for 
new plant and equipment. The continu­ 
ing decline in the purchasing power of 
the dollar has brought it down to aliout 
85% of the 1917-MO level. 
Yet the eronomv i* scarcely in ruins 


as it crosses the threshold of the 1960’s. 
(i ross nation,al product— the s tandard 
measure 
of 
economic 
volume — has 
grown 65', during the 1950's, and is 
expected to jump 10*} more in the new 
year. 


1 .ven in "constant" dollars ('correct­ 
ed for inflation), the rise has been 36'r. 
Therei are 9 million more jobs, and 
average weekly wages are up 11 rr even 
with the inflation adjustment. 


This is not to whitewash these ad­ 
verse factors as lahng of no conse­ 
quence. 
They do have their dragging 
effect, and ought to he minimized. 
But 
the experience in spite of them; does 
hearteninglv show how much resiliency 
and toughness the economy lias. 
Even 
this much punishment hasn’t stalled it.

Remember the sonjf, “They’ll Never Believe Me” ? 
1 have that same feeling in assembling my thought* for 
today’s column. 
No one who knows Elnora Hauser will 
ever believe she was one of the first artista to exhibit 
in a Wyckoff Art Show, approximately 23 years ago. 
Twenty-three years sounds like a terrific span of 
time . . . and one very quickly assumes that anyone who 
has exhibited consistently over such a period must he 
well along: in years. 
Nothing could be less true! 
Ob­ 
serving this attractive young brunette with her bound­ 
less enthusiasm for art, you realize she must have been 
very young when that first show was held . Does she 
remember the subject of her entry, we asked. She does 
...v e r y well. “It was a charcoal drawing of Abraham 
Lincoln.” she says, laughing. 
“My family were friend* 
of the late Cullen Yates, and it was he who influenced 
me.” she explains. “I never studied with him, hut I had. 
always loved pictures, and had drawn since I was a 
very little girl . . . meeting Mr. Yates more or less cry#- 
talized my interest in art.” 
I wish we might claim Elnora Hauser as a native 
Monroe County artist, for I personally feel she is a veri 
superior one. 
Born in Warren County N.J., she did not 
come to Shawnee-on-Del aw are until 1927, however, but 
her ancestors were schooled 
here, and 
she can be 
claimed as a graduate by bulb East Stroudsburg High 
School and State Teachers Col 1 ege, Her father, H ora tu» 
Hauser, died a number of years ago, but Mrs. Hauser 
still resides at East Stroudsburg R.l>. I and is one of 
her daughter’s most enthusiastic fans. 
Following her graduation from college. Miss HauNcr 
served in the I nited States Navy fur three years. She 
lóved it , . . particularly that i>eiiod during which she 
was stationed' in Washington., D.C., and was aide to pur­ 
sue her art studies at the Corcoran (Jallery. 
Later *he 
spent several years studying at Columbia University 
and the Brooklyn Museum Art Center. 
In addition to her art, Elnora’s great interest i.'5 
educat,ion. 
Since September she has been teaching at 
the Rugby School f«»r retarded children in New York 
She finds the work fascinating and rewarding . . . but 
misses Mexico and the school children there. 
About 
five years ago two of her closest friends, Pete an< 
Teddy Olwvler, left the Stroudsburgs fot* San Migue 
Allende. Peter, formerly of the Daily Record’s editorial 
stair, planned to write a book and take life a bit easier 
in a setting which, Elnora tells us, is just about perfect. 
Peter is now a teacher of photography and head of 
public relations at the institution there. Encouraged by 
him, and by his wife, Elnora joined them in Mexico, 
continuing her art studies, and earning a master’s de­ 
gree. 
Her thesis consisted of designing and painting 
murals for the kindergarten. 
Those murals, I under­ 
stand, are just about the only truly beautiful and splen­ 
did things in the school. “Oh, the people are poor, “El­ 
nora tells you, 
“They have nothing . . . nothing at all. 
The children are barefoot . . . they drink from tin cups, 
but they are so appreciative and so eager to learn!” 
The school is supported by the Lions Club International, 
and she dreams of preparing a 'traveling show for Lions, 
comprised of her paintings and Oluyler’s photographs 
which point up what has been done . . . and what re­ 
mains to he done. 
Right now Miss Hauser’s art is touring Monroe 
County schools ,. . . it has .been to Mount Pocono, Clear- 
v»ew, Middle Smithfield and others . . . and she has en­ 
tered several paintings in our forthcoming Wyckoff art 
show. 
One is of the Olvvyler dining room . . . another 
a view front their window. 
The third is a drawing of 
an old lady— magnificent in a rather bleak, heart-rend­ 
ing way. 
See them when our show opens! 
Elnora is
